AN ACT Relating to higher education tuition; anending RCW
28B. 15. 067; adding a new section to chapter 28B. 15 RCW and creating a
new secti on.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEWSECTION. Sec. 1. Tuitionrates currently charged for graduate
students enrolled in prograns leading to master of business
admnistration degrees at the University of Washi ngton are
significantly below the average rates charged by conparable
institutions across the nation. It is the intent of the |egislature to
charge conpetitive tuition rates for graduate students enrolled in
prograns | eading to masters of business adm nistration degrees at the
University of Washington. Sections 2 and 3 of this act establish a
four-year phase-in period to achieve conpetitive tuition rates for
masters of business admnistration students with rates for those
students at conparable institutions of higher education.

NEWSECTION. Sec. 2. A newsection is added to chapter 28B. 15 RCW
to read as foll ows:
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The hi gher education coordi nati ng board shall maintain |istings of
conparabl e peer institutions for each of the research universities.

Sec. 3. RCW28B. 15. 067 and 1996 c¢ 212 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Tuition fees shall be established under the provisions of this
chapter.

(2) Academic year tuition for full-tinme students at the state's
institutions of higher education for the 1995-96 academ c year, other
than the sunmer term shall be as provided in this subsection.

(1) For resident undergraduate students and ot her resi dent students
not in graduate study prograns or enrolled in prograns |eading to the
degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental surgery, and doctor of
veterinary nedicine, tw thousand seven hundred sixty-four dollars;

(11) For nonresident undergraduate students and ot her nonresident
students not in graduate study prograns or enrolled in prograns | eadi ng
to the degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental surgery, and
doctor of veterinary nedicine, eight thousand two hundred sixty-eight
dol | ars;

(ti1) For resident graduate and |aw students not enrolled in
prograns | eading to the degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental
surgery, and doctor of veterinary nedicine, four thousand four hundred
ni nety doll ars;

(1v) For nonresident graduate and |aw students not enrolled in
prograns | eading to the degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental
surgery, and doctor of veterinary nmedicine, eleven thousand six hundred
thirty-four dollars;

(v) For resident students enrolled in prograns leading to the
degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental surgery, and doctor of
veterinary nedi ci ne, seven thousand four hundred ni nety-seven dol | ars;
and

(vi) For nonresident students enrolled in prograns |eading to the
degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental surgery, and doctor of
veterinary nedi ci ne, nineteen thousand four hundred thirty-one dol | ars.

(b) At the regional universities and The Evergreen State Col | ege:

(1) For resident undergraduate and all other resident students not
in graduate study programs, two thousand forty-five dollars;
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(1i) For nonresident undergraduate and all other nonresident
students not in graduate study prograns, seven thousand nine hundred
ni nety-two dol |l ars;

(1i1) For resident graduate students, three thousand four hundred
forty-three dollars; and

(1v) For nonresident graduate students, el even thousand seventy-one
dol | ars.

(c) At the community coll eges:

(1) For resident students, one thousand two hundred twel ve dol | ars;
and

(1i1) For nonresident students, five thousand one hundred sixty-two
dollars and fifty cents.

(3) Academ c year tuition for full-tinme students at the state’s
institutions of higher education beginning with the 1996-97 academ c
year, other than the summer term shall be as provided in this
subsecti on.

(a) At the University of Washington and Wshington State
Uni versity:

(1) For resident undergraduate students and ot her resi dent students
not in graduate study prograns or enrolled in prograns |eading to the
degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental surgery, and doctor of
veterinary nedicine, two thousand ei ght hundred seventy-five dollars;

(11) For nonresident undergraduate students and ot her nonresident
students not in graduate study prograns or enrolled in prograns | eadi ng
to the degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental surgery, and
doctor of veterinary nmedicine, nine thousand four hundred ninety-one
dol | ars;

(ti1) For resident graduate and |aw students not enrolled in
prograns | eading to the degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental
surgery, and doctor of veterinary nedicine, four thousand six hundred
si xty-nine doll ars;

(1v) For nonresident graduate and |aw students not enrolled in
prograns | eading to the degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental
surgery, and doctor of veterinary nedicine, twelve thousand one hundred
dol | ars;

(v) For resident students enrolled in prograns leading to the
degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental surgery, and doctor of
veterinary nedi ci ne, seven t housand seven hundred ni nety-seven dol | ars;
and

(vi) For nonresident students enrolled in prograns |eading to the
degrees of doctor of nedicine, doctor of dental surgery, and doctor of
veterinary nedicine, twenty thousand two hundred nine dollars.

(b) At the regional universities and The Evergreen State Col | ege:

(1) For resident undergraduate and all other resident students not
in graduate study prograns, two thousand one hundred twenty-seven
dol | ars;

(1i) For nonresident undergraduate and all other nonresident
students not in graduate study prograns, eight thousand three hundred
twel ve dol |l ars;

(1i1) For resident graduate students, three thousand five hundred
ei ghty-one dollars; and

(tv) For nonresident graduate students, eleven thousand five
hundred fourteen doll ars.

(c) At the community coll eges:

(1) For resident students, one thousand two hundred sixty-one
dol l ars; and

(1i1) For nonresident students, five thousand three hundred sixty-
nine dollars and fifty cents.

(4) Academi c year tuition at the University of Washington for full -
time students enrolled in prograns leading to masters of business

adm ni stration degrees, other than the sumer term shall be as

provided in this subsection.

(a) In academ c year 1997-98:
(i) For resident students, five thousand two hundred sixty-two
dollars; and

(ii) For nonresident students, twelve thousand seven hundred
thirty-eight dollars.

(b) In academ c year 1998-99:
(i) For resident students, five thousand ei ght hundred fifty-three
dollars; and

(ii) For nonresident students, thirteen thousand three hundred
seventy-four dollars.

(c) In academ c year 1999-2000:
(i) For resident students, six thousand four hundred forty-seven
dollars; and

(ii) For nonresident students, fourteen thousand ten dollars.
(d) In academ c year 2000-01
(i) For resident students, seven thousand thirty-eight dollars; and
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(ii) For nonresident students, fourteen thousand si x hundred forty-
si x _doll ars.

(5) The tuition fees established under this chapter shall not apply
to high school students enrolling in comunity colleges under RCW
28A. 600. 300 t hrough 28A. 600. 395.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 4. If any provision of this act or its
application to any person or circunstance is held invalid, the
remai nder of the act or the application of the provision to other
persons or circunstances is not affected.
